Third Sunday of Easter

Scripture 

■ God raised this Jesus; of this we are all 
witnesses. Exalted at the right hand of 
God, 

he received the promise of the Holy 
Spirit from the Father and poured him 
forth, as you see and hear. (Acts 
2:32,33) 

■ You will show me the path to life, 
abounding joy in your presence, the 
delights at your right hand forever. 
(Psalm 16:11) 

■ Who through him believe in God who 
raised him from the de ad and gave him 
glory, 

so that your faith and hope are in God. 
(1 Peter 1:21) 

■ Then the two recounted what had taken 
place on the way and how he was made 
known to them in the breaking of bread. 
(Luke 24:35) 

Reflection 

■ Where do the two disciples experience 
of Jesus? How do they describe it? 

■ Where does the Psalmist find Jesus? 
How is it described? 

■ Where does Luke find Jesus? What is 
the experience like? 

■ Where did Mary of Magdala and the 
disciples find Jesus? What do they say 
about it? 

■ In the first few days after the 
resurrection, when the disciples are 
experiencing the resurrected Jesus first 
time, none know quite how to describe 
this new presence. Have you ever 
encountered this newness in 
experiencing Jesus again for the first 
time? What was it like? How are you 
like the disciples in trying to explain 
the experience? 

Many men in the past have been loved with 
extreme intensity - Socrates by his disciples, 
Julius Caesar by his legionaires, Napolean by 
his soldiers. But today these men belong 
irrevocably to the past; not a heart beats at 
their memory. There is no one who would 
give their life or even their possessions for 
them even though their ideals are still being 
advocated. And when their ideals are 
opposed, no one ever thinks of cursing 
Socrates or Julius Caesar or Napolean, 
because their personalities no longer have 
any influence; they are bygones. But not 
Jesus; Jesus is still loved and still cursed; 
men still renounce their possessions and even 
their lives both for love of him and out of 
hatred for him. No living being is as alive as 
Jesus. 1
